Italian Headquarters on the Piave, 


Oct. 28 (Monday). — Fifteen 'thousand 
prisoners had been taken by the Brit- 
ish, Italians and French up, to late to- 
day in the advance across the Piave 
which for the third time in one year is 
the scene of a desperate battle. 
This 


time, however, the tables are turned 
against the Austrians who are steadily 
being pressed back from the eastern 
bank of the river. 


American soldiers are in reserve 
along the Piave fighting zone. 
The 
correspondent saw an American bat- 
talion going through its "setting up" 
exercises this morning near the river. 
The battle now has been going on 


'for five days and has been marked by 
the most desperate resistance by the 
Austrians. 
They have directed their 
artillery fire against pontoon bridges 
thrown across the Piave and their 
bombing airplanes also 
have caused 
trouble for the allies. The allies t not 
only have had to battle against 'the 
swift river current, but also to contend 
with the renewal of the pontoons and 
foot bridges damaged by the Austrians. 
Once across the rivjer the allies have 
had to overcome strong Austrian trench 
positions and machine gun posts. 


Austrian prisoners declare that they 
know nothing of the political situation 
at home and the efforts of their govern- 
ment to arrange an armistice. The 
Austrian army postoff ice is said to have 
stopped the delivery of mail some time 
ago. 


Although facing a heavy cannonade 
and strong machine gun fire, the allied 
troops succeeded in effecting a cross- 
ing of the Piave. The British, Italian 
and French soldiers are in the best of 
spirits and eager to continue the ad- 
vance. 
All the roads leading to the moun- 
tains or the Piave are crowded with 
Bea,vy tnaases of troops, guns and oth- 
er war material proceeding to the front 
in orderly fashion. Whenever a staff 
automobile rushes by at 60 miles an 
hour, it is a common joke among the 
soldiers to exclaim: 
"They are trying to beat us to 
Vienna!" 


The present battle of the Piave be- 
gan officially October 19, but 
heavy 


fighting did not develop until October 
24, the anniversary of Caporetto and 
the beginning of the retreat to the 
Piave. The Italian official statements 
OB the fighting have-been reserved in 
their comments owing to weather con- 
ditions which threatened a rise in the 
Piave. 
Thanks to the fair weather of the 
last two days the river has been left 
several miles behind in 
the region: 
southeast of Montello. 
Movements across the river in force 
are increasing steadily and in the best 
order, notwithstanding the constant 
shelling from the Austrian artillery. 
"We used to say that all roads led 
to Rome," said an Italian 
general, 
speaking of the new advance, "but now 
it appears that all roads lead toward 
the land of the barbarians." 


Traffic has been so well organized 
that there has been scarcely any inter- 
ruption. 
The vast network of roads 
leading to the plains of the Piave is 
filled with trucks carrying war ma- 
terial. Whenever a bomb or shell drops 
on the roadways, the debris is quickly 
removed and the road once again is 
clear.

FREED BY ITALIANS

"Our troops have broken through the 
enemy's lines, liberated several villages 
and entered San Lucia di Piave and 
Vaxsoll.

"In Albania our troop:* are closely 
ttresulng the enemy's rear guard*. On 
the morning of October 27 they entered 
Atassta.

The epidemic of influenza seems to be 


on the decrease for the past few days, 
and while conditions are improved 
Health Officer Knauss cautions the 
people to be overly careful during this 
time, so the epidemic may die out en- 
tirely. 
The number of new cases reported are 


growing less, and the death list today is 
probably the smallest of any time since 
the disease became prevalent in the 
city.

The news is considered significant, 
not because of the size of the American 
contingent in Italy, or the direct ef- 
fect it may have on the battle, but be- 
cause it indicates that the Italian drive 
is a definite part of the great often 
sive that is rapidly bringing complete 
defeat to the central powers. 
It has 
added meaning to officials here, also, 
since Austria is now planning for an 
immediate armistice. 
Solar as official announcements show 
there are but two regiments of infan- 
try and necessary auxiliary troops in 
the American 
force In Italy. 
These 
units aiid any other that may Jhave 
been ^ent probably -wai-operate as "a 
part" Of one of the Italian or British 
organizations when the time comes to 
throw' them into the line. The same 
practice was followed in France where 
two Italian divisions have been em- 
ployed at various times on the front 
as units of a French army corps. 
The sending of American troops to 
Italy was not with the idea of adding 
mitliary strength; but to demonstrate 
the unity of command and purpose on 
all fronts. For that reason the force 
detached by General Pershing for this 
expedition is believed not to have ex- 
ceeded a brigade of infantry at most. 
The artillery -support contributed by the 
allies to the Italian front is largely 
British. Some American air units are 
in Italy and have participated in the 
work at the front. 
Italian announcement today shows a 
total of 15,000 Austrian prisoners had 
been captured since the drive was start- 
ed, shows that 
definite 
progress is 
being made and it is possible, officials 
here 
believe, 
that a breakdown of 
Austrian morale may develop at any 
time.

peace and an armistice without await- 
ing further exchanges with Germany, 
many officials saw practically no signs 
of the expected break in the alliance of 
the central powers. In fact it is be- 
lieved that the Vienna and Berlin gov- 
ernments are working in harmony and 
with a full knowledge of the other's 
actions. The belief was based largely 
on the fact that the actions of Austria 
have hot thus far caused any visible 
resentment in. Berlin. 
The 'statement of the Austrian gov- 
ernment that-It-Adhered to the point 
of -view expressed by President Wilson 
in his last communication upon the 
rights of the peoples of the dual mon- 
archy, and of the Czecho-Slovaks and 
Jugo-Slave in particular—one of the 
greatest concessions that Austria-Hun- 
gary could make—was considered as 
reflecting the chaotic conditions in the 
empire.

AS FULL SURRENDER

Connty horticultural commissioners 


throughout California have been asked 
to forward Information on the grass- 
hopper pest reported prevalent In a 
number of districts, particularly in 
northern California, to George H. 
Hecke, state horticultural commis- 
sioner. 


Fragmentary reports received 
at 


Hecke's office have Indicated that 
large swarms of grasshoppers have 
infested agricultural districts In Sut- 
ter, Modoc Lassen, Butte and other 
counties and have caused considerable 
damage to crops. 


One of the best methods of exterm- 


ination, an official said, is the spread- 
ing of poisoned bran mash, which the 
hoppers devour quickly. Burning of 
the grass also Is an effective means, 
but the fire menace at this season 
necessitates the exercise of greatest 
caution. 


Harrowing, by which means the 


eggs of the hoppers are brought to the 
.surface to be eaten by ants or other 
insects and flooding the ground also 
are advocated to prevent hatching. 


The enforcement of laws for the 


curbing of pests is vested in the coun- 
ty horticultural commissioners, but in 
cases where the menace to crops is 
extensive the state commission co-op- 
erates in a concerted campaign of ex- 
termination, as was done this spring 
when the state-wide rodent drive was 
conducted.

FOE ALONG PIAVE 


Make Feint In Mountain 


Then Shift Attaek lo Ynl- 
ley Where (lain is Made.

Austrian 


armies met .1 terrible defeat last June 
and .July. 
The river has been safely 


negotiated 
and 
official 
statements 


show that the allies are over three 
miles eiisr.iard of the stream and hold 
the eastern bank for approximately 
seven miles. 
Oderzo is an important railroad cen- 


ter and its capture by the allies would 
probably result in an enforced retire- 
ment afong the Pr-ive river to the sea. 
It is also probable that a readjustment 
of the line northward 
would become 


necessary. 


The French are developing the suc- 


cesses won by General Dcbcney's army 
below Guise on Siturday and Sunday, 
when the German line was pierced and 
the enemy was fovted to retire from 
the sharp salient which he has been 
stubbornly holding. 
Reports indicate 


further progress by General Debeney in 
this sector and at the same time it 
seems that the French forces along the 
line of the Aisnn have resumed their 
attacks, which are intended to drive 
the Germans back on their lines of com- 
munication running in the direction of 
Hirson.

An American long range cannon has 


opened ifre on the important railroad 
line parallel to the German line north 
of Verdun. The distance of this road 
from the American lines is about 15 
miles. 
It is indicated that airplanes 
are being used in checking the work 
done by this formidable piece of ord- 
nance- 
East of the Meuse, American troops 


have tightened their hold on the posi- 
tions won by them last week, while 
west of the river there has been con- 
stant pressure brought to bear on the 
enemy's positions.

Paris, Oct. 29.—"The capitulation of 


Austria," is the 
unvarying 
caption 


with which the moaning newspapers 
precede Count Julius Antlrassy's note 
to President Wilsoa.'. The editorials of 
the newspapers, wbjilg accepting this 
conclusion, urge caution lest there be 
a hidden snare behind the Austrian 
offer. 


"Beware of the last convulsions of 
the colossal 
enemy— who is not yet 


completely crushed,"; writes Maurice 
Barres, in the Echo I de Paris. "The 
situation will not clear until military 
defeat is ackumvledgrad or inflicted. It 
will draw in its tralp. the central em- 
pires, including Geraiany." 


Alfred Capus, editor of the Figaro, 


and all writers agree there can be a 
question of armistice" only on the terms 
set by the allies. Count Andrassy. they 
say, represents nobody, and, therefore, 
separata peace with Austria-Hungary 
is absurd and impossible. 


"The democracies or the entente can 
maintain only one attitude: An armis- 
tice, first ami all their conditions of 
peace afterward, but only afterward," 
says I/Homme Libre. 


The Journal says: "There is a unique 


opportunity to lay down a reasonable 
basis for the future edifice of central 
Europe. The total dislocation of . the 
Hapsburg 
monarchy 
threatens 
to 
strengthen Germany by the addition of 
12,000.000 Germans and Austrians and 
as many Magyars. A center of grav- 
ity is necessary in middle Europe. This 
center can only be at Vienna or Berlin. 
What will happen if we put Vienna and 
Berlin in the same helmet?"
